A walk to the river 

] parked my car in Swavesey and 
started what was going te be an enjos- 
able walk. 

As always Poppy was by my side. 
Boots. shorts and my multi-pocketed 
jacket containing “binos’. camera. note- 
book, magnit\ing hand lens. plastic bags. 
compass and Collins Complete Guide to 
British Wildlife’ filled out my pockets. 
We set off down the footpath 

\ long straight grave! footpath would 
eventually lead to Swavesey lake but we 
turned right at the crossing on the St 
Ives Cambridge line. Overgrown. the 
rails can sul be seen in places. but this 
particular part of the walk ty always a 
picasure tor the amount and variety of 
plants that abound here. 

Several types of Vetch scramble up 
through the lower branches of blder- 
berry and Hawthorn bushes. blackberry 
with ats litthe pale flowers have woven 
and climbed over everything possible 
whilst wild sweet pea with its pastel 
coloured flowers (purple. pale blue. pale 
red. mid and deep red and white) climb 
upas Well. looking like its been threaded 
through the brambles and forgotten 
about. From a distance the flowers look 
like an artist has flicked its brush at a 
canvas and left it multi-coloured with 
splodges. Colour is every where. 

In the field to my deft a couple of 
months earlier was a plant called the 
Cuckoo Flower. a flower with delicate 
pale red white petals. Growing in damp 
meadows it Mowers at the arrival of the 
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cuckoo in April. [Cs always a pleasure 
to see the plant and hear a cuckoo as 
well. 

Poppy is ahead of me with her nose 
about 2 inches above the ground 


hoovering up the scents. Being a collie’ 


spanicl cross she can enjoy the best of 


both worlds: the collie likes to chase and 
run and the spaniel uses her nose and 
loves grubbing about in hedgerow bot- 
toms and being in water. Believe me she 
does plenty of both. winter or summer 
the water is never too cold for her 
she’s mad. 

We have turned from the railway and 
are now on the Pathfinder Way, whose 
loge ts an acroplane on the small signs 
nailed to fence posts. [his path ts walked 
fora short distance before we turn left. 

Now along strarzht drove. hedgerows 
cach side. trees and bushes as well. will 
eventually take us to the River Ouse, but 
as we walk the air is alive with birdsong 
and LBJs (Little Brown Jobs) can be 
scen among the branches or in the case 
of the whitethroat ... Mies about 15 feet 
above the ground, then drops back to the 
hedge or perch only to do it all again. 
Sedge and Reed Warblers are in the 
reeds and bushes along the damp mead- 
ows. Dunnock. or Hedge Sparrow as it 
is often called. lurk inthe bushes. Reed 
Buntings with their distinetive black 
heads Mit along with us on top of the 
bushes. Yellowhammers utter their fa- 
mihiar call... little bit of bread. no 
cheese’. The sun is shining. Us warm. 
my dog with me, Mowers and the airalive 


with birdsong. There really is no coun- 
try as good as England in Spring’Sum- 
mer, what joy! 

Poppy has gone left at the *T” june- 
tion of paths. We've walked this way so 
much she knows which way to go. | get 
to the junction and wait. Yes there it is 
. asplash. she’s in the water. the River 
Gt. Ouse in fact. The sight that unfolds 
before me is like opening a book and 
seeing a double page picture of every- 
thing that is beautiful, what a place 

Poppy can be seen. well her head can. 
as she swims in and out of the bulrushes 
(which incidentally only grow on gravel 
bottoms. so EKnow its notmuddy there) 
chasing moorhens. she doesn’t hurt 
them. she’s just curious, then retrieves 
the stich | threw for her. A really warm 
summer day. Pve surprised her by go- 
ing in and swimming with her. At this 
point you can see for miles. To the lett 
the river has flowed from St. Ives. and 
to the right it Hows on to Over and be- 
vond. 

Wildfowl swans and various land 
birds enhanee the scene with their pres 
ence. Elowers, bushes and especially the 
river someone once said "A river is Wwa- 
ter ints loveltest form’ we could stay all 
day. but the sum in the sky tells me it’s 
Apm.no not really my watch did. so we 
start the trek back again to the car and 
civilisation. Pmust close the book on this 
scene, but Pll open it again at another 
chapter soon. Bye!

Last week I was talking to a profes- 
sional dietician. In our conversation, | 
asked her how she coped with getting 
people to diet who just didn’t have the 
willpower. She was almost shocked by 
the suggestion! 

‘We dont use the word ‘diet’ nowa- 
days - we prefer to talk about giving 
people informed choices about their 
caling decisions.’ 

It was only the dictates of politeness 
kept me from tearing my hair out at that 
particular point - I gently steered the 
conversation away from the area and let 
my blood pressure fall back to normal. 

We get this same approach about 
many things lately: Let’s not tell 13-year- 
olds that they shouldn’t be having sex 
with each other - let’s give them all the 
information they need to ‘make informed 
choices’ about their behaviour. Let’s not 
suggest that drug-taking is a bad thing - 
no - we'll explain all the information and 
then let everyone make their own 
choices. Underlying this approach is the 


idea that good information is all we need. 
If only | understood the implications, then 
I could make the right choices. 

But it just won’t wash, I’m afraid. You 
see doctors and nurses who still smoke, 
despite being well acquainted with the 
information. You find ambulance driv- 
ers and policemen who still break the 
speed limit when driving their own per- 
sonal cars, even though they’ ve seen the 
results of others who do. We seem to 
have a capacity for knowing the infor- 
mation and still making ‘the wrong 
choices’. 

Aye - there’s the rub! In our con- 
sumer society, we are told there is no 
such thing as a ‘wrong choice’. To sug- 
gest someone else’s lifestyle choice is 
‘wrong’ would be the worst kind of big- 
otry - moralism. We can’t have moral- 
ism in our postmodern, consumerist para- 
dise (you can almost see all the politi- 
cians scurrying for cover at the mere 
mention of the word)! But the result is 
that we’ve lost any shred of an agreed 


basis for making moral decisions - infor- 
mation will have to do instead, and just 
hope that most people will make what 
we think are the ‘right’ decisions. 

Alcoholics Anonymous takes a differ- 
ent route however - a beautifully counter- 
cultural route. Information is not enough 
in the AA world. What is needed is 
mutual support based on the admission 
of failure, together with reliance on a 
higher power to give the strength to carry 
on in a difficult and dangerous world. 
The significant difference is that AA 
seems to work, while letting people make 
‘informed choices’ has generally led to 
moral decline! 

Maybe what we need is a sort of *sin- 
ners anonymous’ group - helping us to 
make moral choices when we don’t want 
to. Maybe we’ve already got a forum 
for such a group - the Church? Are 
you a hopeless sinner? - you’d be most 
welcome,

Council chiefs say plank you as 

wood recycling scheme grows 

A pilot umber recycling scheme has 
been so successful that Cambridgeshire 
County Council will be extending the 
service at the end of the month. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
started collecting umber from two of its 
Household Waste Recycling Centres at 
Alconbury and Thriplow. in September. 
2001. Now. 10 months on. over 140 
tonnes of used umber that would oth- 
erwise have gone to landfill. has been 
collected and recycled into chipboard 


and compost. 

| he scheme will be expanded to in- 
clude Grunty Fen, March and Milton 
Household Waste Recycling Centres 
from 29th July. As part ofa new trial, 
some of the umber collected will be re- 
cycled into material for covering foot- 
paths. 

Most clean timber. such as off cuts 
of hard and soft wood, treated wood 
and chipboard is accepted. Untortu- 
nately, heavily painted wood and wood 
containing metal or glass is not.

Phe expansion of the scheme will help 
the County Council to meet its tough 
target for reeycling of 65 per cent ofall 
waste by 2003/04. Itis estimated that 
the scheme will increase the amountol 
waste recycled in the County by 4 per 
cent, a valuable step towards achieving 
this target.
